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THAT THERE is need that something be done to bring 

about a betterment of the tin plate condition, every one 

will admit. The manufacturers as well 

Better as the tinners themselves, not to men- 

Tin Plate. tion the consumers of tin plate, are anx- 

ious to bring about the general use of a 

better class of material. As evidence of this spirit, one 

has but to revert to the recent Tin Plate Conference in 

Baltimore, where all concerned evidenced a willingness 
to help toward the improvement of conditions. 

There is little use of entering into a discussion of 
why roofing plate with steel bases rust out and show 
“pin holes,” while the old-time iron plates did not. As 
a matter of fact, the reason for this lack of durability 
of the steel plates is little understood. There are emi- 
nent authorities who affirm that steel will rust in the 
exact degree that iron rusts, and there are other emi- 
nent authorities who say that iron will last the longer. 
Both authorities quote tests to bear out their conten- 
tions. All that seems to be known on the subject is 
that rust to steel or to iron is a microbe which, once 
established, will eat its way onward until the steel or 
iron is consumed. It is certain that the system in 
vogue among some tinners of painting a tin roof after 
the rust has established itself, in preference to applying 
the paint before the rust has appeared, is a mistaken 
practice. It is another case of the bad corrupting the 
good ; of the rotten apple in the barrel. The rust must 
be prevented. It cannot be cured. 

With the fact once established that tin plate made 
from steel sheets is unsatisfactory, the only thing re- 
maining is to search for a plate which is satisfactory. 
This can be found in the old time, iron based plate, as 
has been demonstrated in the past. A very satisfac- 
tory tin plate was made with soft Bessemer steel as a 
basis. This steel was little removed from refined iron 
and it was very satisfactory. There are, in fact, tin 
roofs of this material in the United States which have 
been standing the test of time for many years. The 
coating is very readily applied to this steel, which is 
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soft, flexibie and of a much more even quality than 
charcoal iron. 

It was upon the adoption of Siemens-Martin open 
hearth steel by the American industry that the very 
unsatisfactory condition arose. The solution of the 
problem seems to be a return to the old-fashion iron 
plates, when the extra cost of plates constructed in this 
manner will be borne, or, in case that is too expensive, 
to use a very mild steel base. 


WHEN Two naturally antithetical integrals of an 
industry meet in the spirit which was manifested gen- 
erally by committees of the Stove Foun- 
Getting ders’ National Defense Association and 
Together. the Iron Molders’ Union at the confer- 
ence held in Chicago last week, it is a 
sign of a condition in that industry which should be 
welcome to all the parties in any way concerned. 
There is so much of the unreasonably and unwisely 
aggressive spirit manifested in various lines of indus- 
try, that it would be well for both unions and manu- 
facturing interests to take a leaf from the book of the 
stove men. There was no more unsatisfactory labor 
condition in the United States than that which ex- 
isted in this line not so many years ago. There were 
conditions constantly leading to strife, conditions 
which it was absolutely necessary should be rectified. 


Valuable time was lost to both the worker and the 


wage payer. Conditions, instead of getting better, 
became worse. Then the conferences, which in each 
recent year has resulted in an amicable settling of 
difficulties, were decided upon. 

Any man of reason wili admit that always there 
are two sides to a question. But while admitting this, 
the average man will strike out for his side irrespec- 
tive of whether this striking out will do him any last- 
ing good or not. And in the heat of the argument, 
no man is apt to be able to see the side of his opponent 
with the clearness of vision which is possessed by the 
impartial observer. How many disastrous strikes have 
resulted from this fact, which have ended in no gain 
to either side and great loss to both. A meeting at 
stated intervals, such as those held by the molders and 
their employers, where it is understood that questions 
will be fairly treated and every effort will be made by 
each party to meet the contentions of the other and 
settle them in a fair way, seems to be the wisest pos- 
sible course to take. 


THE sTATisTIcs of exports and imports prepared for 
the two-thirds of the fiscal year ending June 3oth, 
1906, which has just passed show a con- 
“oe dition of affairs which must be pleasing 
Imports, © any American, whether he is directly 
interested in this matter or not. Fig- 
ures of the exports of domestic manufactures from the 
United States during the month of February from 
1896 to 1906 show that the amount of money repre- 
sented has increased from: $17,259,495 in 1896 to $46,- 
586,585 in 1906, an increase of nearly 300 per cent. 
The exports of 1905 exceeded those of any previous 
year, but there is no doubt, from the records already 
established, that the figures of 1906 will eclipse them 
to a marked degree. From June 30th, 1905, to Feb- 
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ruary 28th, 1906, the exports have been $190,000,000 
greater than those of the corresponding months pre- 
ceding. Manufactures are $45,000,000 in excess and 
agricultural products $133,000,000 in excess. 

Figures show, also, an increase in imports, with the 
exception of articles of food, which in the eight 
months ending with February, 1906, amount to $171,- 
000,000 as compared to $184,000,000 for the corres- 
ponding months of the previous fiscal year. The im- 
porting of coffee has fallen nearly $12,000,000, while 
sugar has decreased $5,000,000 and tea about $2,000,- 
000. 

In manufacturers’ materials is found the most re- 
markable increase of imports. The class, “articles in 
a ernde condition which enter into the various proc- 
esses of domestic industry,’ shows for the eight 
months ending with February, 1906, a total of $264,- 
000,000, as against $243,000,000 in the same months 
last year, while articles classed as “wholly or partially 
manufactured for use as materials in the manufactures 
and mechanic arts” is greater by $30,000,000, the to- 
tal being $112,000,000. The increase in the partially 
manufactured materials occurs chiefly in tin, copper, 
iron and steel and chemicals. The increase in raw ma- 
terials occurs chiefly in fibres, hides and skins, leaf to- 
bacco and raw silk. The export of iron and steel 
manufactures shows an increase of $16,000,000. 

A study of these statistics will show that we have 
exported more, which means that we have brought 
more money into the United States, and that we have 
imported more, which shows that we have been living 
better and spending more money. And still, not- 
withstanding the increased imports and the corres- 
ponding removal of money from this country, the ex- 
ports have increased at so much greater a ration that 
we may congratulate ourselves that we have been liv- 
ing better and yet have more money laid aside for the 


rainy day. 








How sHALL I bring customers into my store? By 
advertising, surely. But advertising, if it is the best 
advertising in the world, will not bring 

To Catch “cystumers in sufficient numbers to any 
store. That seems on the face of it to 
be a rash statement, but it is not. For 
an example, let us say that there are five thousand 
families whose business you have a good, fighting 
chance of obtaining. All of them, by the laws of di- 
vision, you cannot possibly get. But let us say that 
you infiuence one thousand of them to purchase from 
your steck once by the use of good advertising copy. 
That will not be enough. In order to succeed, you 
must be able to make each of your customers purchase 
a good many. more than one time. And they will not 
come the second time if they are not pleased the first 
time. They might read your advertisements until the 
crack of doom, but unless they were satisfied the first 
time, they would pass you by to the benefit of your 
competitor and to your own loss. Once you have hold 
of them, you must hang on like grim death. 

Three ways suggest themselves by which you may 
do this. First, a clean, neat-looking stock ; second, an 
éfficient store service ; third, prompt delivery. 

An energetic use of the broom and dust cloth has 
been the foundation of more than one successful mer-

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chant’s fortune in the hardware .as well as in other 
lines. You may see from among a dozen people ‘one 
or two who stand out in your estimation as nice look- 
ing, as clean looking, as desirable. Your first impres- 
sion of one man may be good, of another bad. You 
don’t know why; you don’t stop to think why. The 
feeling presents itself to you, and instinctively you 
recognize it. This same feeling is presented instinc- 
tiveiy when one goes into a place of business. With- 
out thinking about the reasons, a customer is well 
impressed by the. nice looking, the clean looking 
store, just as emphatically as he is by the nice looking, 
the clean looking individual. A dusty show case, an 
old broom leaning agaiyst the’ counter, may cost you 
more money than your advertising for the day will 
bring you. ~ es 

Up-to-date, efficient store service means as much. 
You must be courteous, your clerks must be courteous ; 
you must be obliging, your clerks must be obliging. 
You and your clerks must recognize the fact that 
there are many disagreeable and exacting people in 
the world who cannot purchase a pound of ten-penny 
nails without making as great a fuss as another man 
would make to: purchase a house and lot. The sales- 
man must “stay with” the customer until he has what 


-he wants, no matter how disagreeable the task may 


be. You and your clerks must forget that you have 
sensibilities and remember merely that you are there 
for the purpose of satisfying your customer, holding 
your trade and making money for the house. 

The question of prompt delivery is an important one. 
When people want things, they generally want them in 
a hurry. We area race of proctastinators. We know 
we need a stove for that small room, but we never 
think of getting it until the cold snap comes, and then 
we curse the stove dealer until he has brought it 
around. We forget that there are a dozen other peo- 
ple who are waiting for a stove for “that small room” 
and an explanation from the dealer fails to sooth our 
ruffled nerves. What we want is a stove. This con- 
dition the dealer must meet. He cannot say, “Well, I 
will get Jones’ stove to him to-morrow.” It must be 
gotten there to-day. It can be done. Everything can 
be done if it absolutely must.

RESULT OF CONFERENCE BETWEEN STOVE 
MANUFACTURERS AND THEIR MOLDERS. 





As stated in these columns last week, the chief mat- 
ter up for settlement at the conference of the Stove 
Founders’ National Defense Association and the Iron 
Molders’ Union, was a settlement of the question as 
to whether or not there should be an advance of ten 
per cent in the molders’ wage scale. 

An evidence of the satisfactory results to all par- 
ties concerned which have been obtained and are being 
obtained by these yearly conferences is that this im- 
portant question was amicably settled. The commit- 
teés representing the Iron Molders’ Union decided, 
after hearing the arguments presented by the commit- 
tee for the Stove Founders’ National Defense Asso- 
ciation, to waive this claim and the wage scale for the 
ensuing year will not advance. The committee of the 
employers’ association, on their part agreed to allow 
the changes in Clause Twelve of the National Agree- 
ment which are shown by the italics in the quotation 
which follows: 


When it is shown that the aggregate loss on account of 
dull iron amounts to 4 per cent of the total value of the work 
poured by the molders in any one heat, it shall be deemed a 
bad heat and payment shall be made for all work lost from 
this cause. 

When the aggregate loss from this cause ts less than 4 
per cent of the total value of the work poured by the molders 
in any one heat, and 10 per cent of the molders lose 10 per 
cent or more of their day's work in the aggregate, on account 
of dull iron .then such men shall be paid for all such loss in 
excess of 4 per cent of their day’s work; it being understood 
that where more than one cupola is used the molders receiv- 
ing iron from each cupola shall be considered the same as 
though they were working in separate shops in making the 
above computation. 

If sufficient iron is not furnished the molder to pour off 
his work, and such work has to remain over, he shall be paid 
for such work remaining over at one-half of the regular price. 

These rules shall apply excepting in case of break-down 
of machinery, or other unavoidable accidents where no allow- 
ance shall be made. 


Too much credit cannot be given to either of the 
bodies which are now representing, and which have 
represented in the past, the employers and the em- 
ployes. An example is the fact that the question of 
increased wages has arisen four times, and twice the 
employers have given way to the employes and twice 
the employes have listened favorably to the arguments 
of the employers. 

The absence of Martin Fox from the conference 
was sincerely regretted by all. Mr. Fox, ex-president 
of the Iron Molders’ Union and the man to whom 
most credit is due for the present satisfactory under- 
‘anding, is compelled by ili-health to remain in Flor- 
ida. He is greatly liked and highly respected for his 
bilities by everyone concerned in the stove industry.

“CONCILIATION IN THE STOVE INDUSTRY.”

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The successful hardware man, the successful man 
in any line of business, must keep his eyes open always. 
He must ever be on the alert to grasp the opportuni- 
ties which come to him, and he must be anxious to go 
after the opportunities which do not come to him. 

As an instance of this there is the bicycle man. 
He had a good business a few years ago. Such was 
the demand for the line of goods he handled that he 
was making money fast, and he saw for himself within 
a few years a.snug fortune. But the bicycle demand 
failed. The bicycle man could not make expenses. 
What was the result? The man who possessed the 
real business ability became the automobile agent and 
made an income greater by far than ever was his 
when the bicycle fever was at its height. The man 
who did not possess the ability to go ahead with the 
times stuck to the bicycle until his ship of business 
foundered. There is the difference. 

Of course, the hardware man handles goods which 
are in constant demand. People will always use nails 
and saws and hammers and the other necessities. He 
will always have the income of last year and the year 
before, provided nothing unforeseen happens. But 
the hardware man can take a lesson from the bicycle 
man who metamorphosed into the automobile 
man. That is that there is always progress in the 
field of business and there is always some other way 
beside the one he has in hand to turn an honest 
dollar. 

Do you handle lightning rods? 

The lightning rod industry was once thrown into 
the slough of despond by unscrupulous men until its 
very name was enough to cause their victims to shud- 
der. It became a laughing stock and its agents were 
made famous by every comic sheet in the country. 
And yet this industry was as honorable and its need 
as great to the public as any. It is not so many years 
ago that there were going through the country hun- 
dreds of men who through the force of their selling 
ability and the gullibility of the people whom they 
approached were selling so-called lightning rods 
which were absolutely without merit and which came 
near to destroying people’s faith beyond redemption. 

That there is need for the lightning rod there is no 
question. There is no shrewder set of men in business 
to-day than those who determine for the mutual fire in- 
surance companies what risks shall be accepted or 
rejected and what rates of insurance shall be paid. 
These men have indorsed the lightning rod industry as 
it now stands. They laughed at it as it used to stand. 
To-day the great lightning rod manufacturers put 
their goods on the market with the indorsement of the 
insurance men, who say that the rods are constructed 
on principles of science and that the metals used in 
their construction are those which should be used, 
notwithstanding that the cost of proper manufacture 
is many fold greater than that of the old “graft” rod. 
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Lightning Rods as a Money Making 
Line for Hardware Dealers. 


The men who manufacture rods to-day are business 
men of standing, They compare favorably with the 
manufacturers. of saws or furnaces or anything else. 
They have invested a great amount of capital in their 
factories. They employ skilled workmen, They are 
absolutely sure that when a rod leaves their shipping 
department it will do the work required of it. 

And who have been the men to bring this industry 
where it belongs? Has it been a set of philan- 
thropists? Most surely not. It has been a set of 
good business men. It has been a set of men who 
realized the need of a good lightning rod, who knew 
that there was money in a good rod, who knew the 
demand for efficiency in this line was great enough to 
overcome the prejudice which inferior goods had 
created years ago.

He 
knows that his customers in this line are satisfied cus- 
tomers and that a business once established will grow 
just as business in any other good hardware line 
grows. And he also knows that he can sell rods at a 
good profit. 

There are a number of manufacturers of real light- 
ning rods in the field to-day who are pushing for busi- 
ness in a way which deserves the,success they are 
attaining. And invariably they report that the out- 
look for the sale of rods this year is better than it has 
ever been before. The satisfaction which an honest 
rod has given, backed by the indorsement of the in- 
surance examiners, is so great that in some cases 
manufacturers say that the demand this year will be a 
hundred per cent greater than it has been in past 
years, 

Great effort is being made by the manufacturers to 
sell their products only to dealers of commercial 
standing.

We are in receipt of your favor of the 6th inst. and in 
reply will answer your questions in the order in which they 
are asked. 

The outlook for a good lightning rod business this year is 
better than any year since we have been engaged in it. In 
fact, we are working full force and shall continue to do so. 

The demand for lightning rods is increasing. We could 
not say exactly to what extent but the fact that business is in- 
creasing at all times would indicate that it was to a consid- 
erable extent. 

The condition that should receive special attention at 
the present time is that the manufacturer endeavor to put 
out a rod that is absolutely good; one that will give protec- 
tion from damage by lightning; one that will not come apart 
and give trouble in a few years. The man who sells them 
should be looked after carefully and the lightning rod swin- 
dler, the old-time lightning rod grafter, should be entirely 
eliminated and lightning rods should be handled exclusively 
by the hardware and implement men, to whom it rightfully 
belongs. 

Lightning rod agents, as the term is usually used, are 
but very seldom seen any more. Of course, at times the 
grafter gets in and will continue to do so as long as the 
manufacturing concern does not give this part of its business 
considerable attention. Our lightning rods are sold by regu- 
lar dealers and we think you would hardly class them as 
lightning rod agents. In reality they are lightning agents 
and are glad of it, but I judge from the way your question is 
worded that you refer to the old-time fellow who is rapidly 
becoming extinct. 

We use every care and every precaution to use only the 
best grade of goods in the manufacture of our rods. The man- 
ufacturing end of our business receives the personal atten- 
tion of Prof. Dodd, who is the inventor of our cable and he 
sees to it that nothing but first-class rods leave the factory. 

In order to discredit the work of irresponsible parties, 
we go to hardware and implement men. We send our expert 
to teach them how to rod a building. We give each agent an 
agent’s certificate, which authorizes him to give our guarantee 
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and which shows that he is able to do good work, that he 
understands the theory of protection from lightning by the 
use of our lightning rod and we agree that where any cus- 
tomer who is defrauded by an agent who carries our agent's 
certificate, will write to us within ten days of the swindle, 
giving number of the certificate of the agent who has prac 
ticed the swindle, we will make good his loss. This, of course, 
only applies to a case where the customer can show that th: 
agent had our certificate and was the man whose name was 
written therein. We advertise our rods extensively in farm 
papers and tell the farmer how to distinguish our goods 
We ask them to make the agent show his certificate and ad 
vise them to see that the trademark is on the end of every 
spool. 

The great increase in the demand for our rods bears us 
out in this course. People want protection from lightning 
and they also want protection from lightning rod men. We 
think the rapid growth of the lightning rod business is due 
to the advertising campaign that has been carried on; to the 
publicity with which the business has been carried on; to the 
fact that the people have been educated by the great amount 
of educational work done and being done. 

We are glad that you are taking up this subject and if 
we can give you any other information that will be of use 
to you, we will be glad to do it.

Your letter in relation to the lightning rod situation re- 
ceived, and in reply thereto would say that the present indi- 
cations are that the trade will double its output in 1906. As 
to what trade conditions should receive special attention at 
the present time, we think that if the hardware and imple- 


ment dealers would wake up and give the matter a little more 


attention, it would improve the conditions. More hardware 
dealers are handling lightning rods, and are handling more 
lightning rods, than formerly, and a good indication is that 
the old lightning rod agent is not as much in evidence as 
in former years. 

As to our efforts to discredit the work of irresponsible 
dealers, we would say that we do everything in our power to 
find out before we ship any orders whether the party order- 
ing the same is responsible or not. We cater to the best hard- 
ware and implement trade only. Concerning our efforts to 
increase the efficiency of our products, would say we have 
doubled our capacity this year for the season of 1906. 

We believe that the only method of handling lightning 
rods is through the trade, just as any other article in a 
hardware or implement store is handled. We think if all 
manufacturers of copper cable lightning rods would indorse 
this plan, the fake lightning rod man of old would soon be a 
thing of the past.

Your letter of recent date referring to the lightning rod 
industry received. 

In reply would state that from the manner of inquiries 
at our command at this time, and the promising trade condi- 
tions in general, we have every reason to believe that the 
consumption of goods should show a healthy increase in 1906, 
notwithstanding the fact that the raw materials entering the 
manufacture of these goods has advanced materially and the 
manufacturer has been compelled to advance price of goods 
accordingly. 

The demand for lightning rods is increasing. 

In every case where the business is intelligently handled 
and honestly conducted we find an increased demand in our 
trade. 

At all times, which includes the present, particular atten 
tion should be given to the consuming trade. By this we 
mean a campaign of education should be the main feature, 
thereby showing the science and efficacy of a good conductor. 
To the intelligent mind there can be no possible doubt as to 
the merits, while those who have not had the matter pre- 
sented, based upon science and facts, are still clinging to the 
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side of ignorance and prejudice for want of knowledge on 
the subject matter. 

Are hardwate dealers now handling more rods than 
formerly? We would say yes, under certain conditions and 
circumstances. Wherever a hardware dealer finds it possible 
to place these goods in the hands of some one of his repre- 
sentatives who gives them exclusive time and attention, the 
same as he does in the sale of farm implements, we find it 
opens up an entire new industry in his business and one that 
he can not fail to operate if he be a success in the general 
line. Again, a man of brains is the most successful, as in all 
lines. 

Are lightning rod agents as much in evidence as formerly? 
If you have reference to the type and character of men who 
were found in the business twenty-five years ago, we would 
say that most have passed away and may well have this epi- 
taph written: “There lies the greatest liar this country or 
generation produced in this locality.’ But if you are looking 
for the man in this business that we have in mind, we believe 
that within the next decade you will, if not at this time, see 
him and find him much more in evidence, advocating a cause 
in which humanity should be, and he will be as much in- 
terested in his work as in any field of the electrical science, 
be it artificial or atmospheric. 

We positively decline to furnish irresponsible dealers the 
goods under any and all circumstances, if we have knowledge 
of this fact, and stand ready and willing to co-operate with 
anyone in eliminating them from the business. We consider 
this particular feature the most difficult to remove from the 
mind of the consumer. 

What efforts are we making to increase the efficiency of 
products? 

By improving the product through the various manufac- 
turers and a careful study of the principles which underlie the 
science of electricity. 

A careful study and an active experience in the business 
solid for the past fifteen years has afforded an excellent op- 
portunity for us to determine the fact, if from no other source, 
that the lightning rod has safely passed beyond any experi- 
mental stage and can be relied upon to do its work when of 
the proper construction and scientifically placed on the build- 
ing. ,The time is now at hand—yes, it is here—when mutual 
insutance companies demand this protection from their patrons 
and the time is not far distant when the old line companies 
will make the same demand. This is in harmony with the 
facts as presented by the Department of Weather Bureau at 
Washington, D. C. We need no better argument than that 
issued from that source.

Answering your interrogatories of March 28, we desire 
to say that the outlook for. the lightning rod business was 
never in a more flourishing condition than it is at the pres- 
ent time. This is due largely to the increased number of 
buildings and a more widespread knowledge of the usefulness 
of lightning rods. 

The demand for lightning rods is largely on the increase, 
due to the fact that the business js becoming localized, and in 
that way the territory is more thoroughly covered. 

It is our opinion that the trade condition thdt is existing, 
as to the localizing of the business, should have the special 
attention of all wholesale dealers, and attention should be paid 
to the placing of goods to be sold into the hands of responsi- 
ble parties who could be depended upon to do justice to their 
patrons. 

We find the readiest sale for the twisted section rod, 
three-fourths inch diameter being the prevailing size. The 
reason for the demand for this character of goods is due to 
the surface capacity of the rod and its availability as to cost 
for the use on ordinary farm buildings. 

The lightning rod agent is more in evidence than ever 
before and it will be found upon investigation that the char- 
acter of these men is far better than that of those who were 
roaming through the country several years ago. The light- 
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ning rod man now covers but a very small strip of territory, in 
many instances not going far beyond the confines of his own 
county, and finds plenty of work to keep him busy during 
the whole storm season.

QUIRED FORM OF THE INTERSECTION AND LAY OUT 
THE PATTERNS FOR A TEE JOINT. 

General instructions for all problems of this class: 
Construct the elevation of the large cylinder in the 
most convenient position on the paper. In Fig. 1 the 
large cylinder is inclined to the ground line at an 
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angle of 45 degrees, while in Fig. 2 the large cylinder 
is placed in a vertical position. The base of the cyl- 
inder in Fig. 2 is a circle, while the intersection of the 
cylinder with the ground line in Fig. I is an oval. 
Draw the elevation of the small cylinder, intersecting 
the large cylinder, or passing entirely through. Di- 
vide the small circle into a convenient number of 
points, draw lines through the points indefinite in

length.. Draw a plan of the small cylinder, which is 
divided into the same number of points as shown in 
the elevation. -Through the points of division in the 
plan draw the lines intersecting the plan of the base 
of large cylinder in points. Perpendicular lines from 
the points intersecting the lines in the elevation will 
give the points of intersection between the cylinders, 
trace lines joining the points to show the form of the 
intersection. From the points of intersection draw 
perpendicular lines, to intersect the lines in the out- 
stretch, to obtain the pattern. 
SOLUTION ON DRAWING BOARD, 

Referring to the illustration Fig. 1, the ground 
line is G-L. The elevation of the large cylinder is 
placed at an angle of 45 degrees with the ground line, 
the form of the cylinder is a circle as shown by 0-4- 
3-2-1-5, 6-7. C’ is the center, the line C’I terminating 
in a spearhead, is an axis to revolve the circle in an 
upright position, K-O is a line drawn through the 
center of the cylinder intersecting the ground line at 
K. Draw the horizontal lines through the points in 
the small circle in the elevation as shown. 

From N as a center describe a circle as shown, and 
at X as a center describe a semicircle of the small 
cylinder. Divide the semicircle into points similar to 
the whole circle. Through the points draw lines inter- 
secting the large circle in points. Through the points 
draw lines parallel to the sides of large cylinder, 
crossing the lines in elevation in points 1-2-3-4-5-6-7. 
Continue the inclined lines to intersect the circle in 
elevation in points 4-3-2-1-5-6-7. 

TO LAY OUT THE PATTERN. 

Construct a straight line perpendicular to A-E. 
Space off the points of division, shown on the small 
circle, 1-2-3-4-5, 6-7-6-5, 4-3-2-1. Through the points 
draw perpendicular lines to the outstretch line. 
Through the points 1-2-3-4-5, 6-7 on the curve of in- 
tersection draw the vertical lines intersecting the pat- 
tern lines in lines numbered similar, giving points, 
Lines jointing the points, give the pattern of the in- 
tersection of the small cylinder with the side of the 
large cylinder. 

To find the oval shape shown in plan proceed as 
follows: Where the inclined lines intersect the 
ground lines draw perpendicular lines indefinite. On 
those lines space the distances measuring from line 
C’-1.in elevation to points 4-3-2. The distances are 
all spaced from line C-R and on each side of line K-C. 
Lines traced through the points will give the oval 
shape. A projected view of the intersection is shown 
inside the oval. Draw the small circle in plan, which 
will be divided into points similar to the circle in ele- 
vation and numbered as shown in plan, 4-4 being the 
outside points, 1 is at the top, 7 at the bottom of 
the cylinder. Through the points draw lines inter- 
secting the oval form as shown. Those lines and the 
perpendiculars from the ground line intersect the 
oval form at the same points. If the circle of large 
cylinder was not drawn in plan: you would draw per- 
pendicular lines from the points in the oval to the 
ground line, then continue parallel to the sides of 
large cylinder, intersecting the lines drawn in eleva- 
‘ion in points of intersection, giving the curve of in- 
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tersection, between the cylinders. The bottom of 
large cylinder in elevation is divided into points sim- 
ilar to the top part, the inclined lines are drawn par- 
allel to the side of cylinder, intersecting the horizontal 
lines drawn through the points in the small circle, giv- 
ing the other curve of intersection. 

TO FIND THE SHAPE CUT OUT OF THE LARGE CYLINDER. 

From the second curve of intersection draw in- 
definite lines, perpendicular to the side of the cylinder. 
Draw the line 1-7 perpendicular to those lines. Meas- 
ure the distances on the circle of large cylinder from 
I to 2, 3-4 respectively; space those distances from 
the line 1-7 as shown. Lines traced through the points 
give the shape cut from large cylinder. At the first 
curve of intersection point 7 is at the bottom and the 
shape cut from large cylinder must be placed on the 
metal so the point 7 is at the bottom, to obtain the 
shape of opening in large cylinder at the first curve of 
intersection, 

Fig. 2 in the illustration shows the intersection of 
two cylinders of unequal diameters, whose axes are 
placed at a right angle. The elevation of the large 
cylinder is shown by B, E, D, F. The base is a circle. 
C is the center. The elevation of the small cylinder 
is shown by O-P, H, N. In the plan draw the line 
R-C, and in the elevation of small cylinder draw the 
circle, as shown by the points of division 1-2-3-4, 5, 6, 
7. The center is A. From the points of division 
drop perpendicular lines to intersect line R-C. From 
© as a center describe quadrants as shown, inter- 
secting the perpendicular line drawn through O. Draw 
the horizontal lines, intersecting the base of the large 
cylinder in points 4-5, 6,7. Through the points draw 
the vertical lines, intersecting the horizontal lines 
drawn in elevation in points a-b, c, d, b, a, giving the 
required curve of the intersection. 

TO LAY OUT THE PATTERN. 

Draw the outstretch line as shown by 1-2-3-4-5-6-7, 
6-5, 4-3-2-1, through the numbers draw lines per- 
pendicular to the outstretch line. From the points of 
intersection draw vertical lines, intersecting the pat- 
tern lines in points marked similar. Lines _ traced 
through the points give the shape of the pattern of the 
intersection. 

The opening cut from large cylinder is not shown. 
Fig. 3 shows the intersection of a right cone by a 
mitre line P-1. The base of the cone is a circle, di- 
vided into points 1, 2, 3-4-5, 6-7. Through the points 
draw vertical lines to the ground line G-L, then con- 
tinue the lines to, the vertex, crossing the mitre line 
in points not numbered. Project those points to the 
outside line of the cone. The figures are spaced be 
yond the line 1, 2-3, 4-5-6, 7. From the vertex of 
the cone in elevation, and a radius equal to the slant 
height, describe a circle. Draw the horizontal line 
7-7 through the vertex of the cone. Now from O, the 
vertex of the cdne as a center, revolve each point of 
intersection to intersect the horizontal line drawn from 
7 to 7. As the right cone is inclined at an angle of 
60 degrees, the circumference of the base of the cone 
is a semicircle. Divide the semicircle into two 
quadrants, space point 1 as shown, space the remain- 
ing points 2-3, 4-5, 6-7 on each side as shown. From 
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the points draw lines to the vertex, crossing all the 
arcs of revolution in points, trace lines through the 
points, giving the required form of the pattern of the 
intersection of a right cone by a mitre line P-1 as 
shown. To find the projected view shown in the 
plan, from the numbers 1, 2-3-4-5, 6-7, draw lines to 
the center of the circle. From the points of the in- 
tersection in the mitre line in elevation draw vertical 
lines, crossing the lines drawn in plan giving points, 
trace lines joining the points, thus giving the pro- 
jected view was shown in plan. 

Note—When the elevation of a right cone is 60 de- 
grees the circumference of the base in the develop- 
ment of the cone is always a semicircle. By this 
method you can lay out the pattern for a funnel with- 
out much drawing.

TINNERS VINDICATE THEMSELVES. 





That the tinners of America resent the attack made 
upon them as a class is shown by the many and vigor- 
ous letters which have been received by THE AMERI- 
CAN ARTISAN refuting the statements which have been 
made concerning them by a number of employers. 

This matter is well handled by the journeymen, as 
will be seen by a perusal of the letters quoted below. 
It is impossible for us to reprint at this time more 
than a very small percentage of the communications 
received, 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have a few question to ask Mr. Woodruff of Correc- 
tionville, lowa, and one is, what is his scale of wages to good, 
sober, industrious mechanics? 

Mr. Woodruff, when you look for a good, sober tinner— 
which no doubt you quite frequently do—do you tell him you 
want a man to do tinning, spouting, assortment work, slate 
roofing, cornice work, plumbing, steam fitting, set up farm ma- 
chinery and wind mills, put in pumps, stove work and help in 
store when not busy or stay every night so you can go out 
around town? Yes, you know you do. You say in your letter to 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN that you can use an‘all around man. 
Why, I know of some of you people who have even asked 
your tinners to “mow-back” a load of hay in your barn or 
wash the store windows. You no doubt have done so yourself, 
and then you go to poor Mr. Tinner with the startling intelli- 
gence that you will pay him $9 per week to “start on” and if 
he proves to be a hustler you might raise him to $10 per 
week. No wonder you get-that kind of mechanics. 

Another question: I infer by your letter that you have 
been trying to get a “respectable” tinner for twenty years. 
Did you ever in your life have one that was good? If you 
didn’t how would you know when you did get a good one, 
and if you ever did have one, why didn’t you keep him? 

I know—just simply for the reasons stated above, and 
when the good one did eventually see light ahead, he simply 
went to where he was shown the consideration due all de- 
serving mechanics. , 

Mr. Woodruff, if I wanted a job the worst way and then 
read the letter you wrote to our valuable paper, I should con- 
clude from the tone of said letter that you would be a fine 
foreman over a first class man. You seem to love the tinner 
in general and may be you are mad at yourself. Anyway, I 
would like to work for you for about thirty minutes. I be- 
lieve I could tell you what I thought about this attack in that 
time. 

Mr. Woodruff, I worked for country dealers for eight 
years before I became foreman of one of the neatest little 
shops in central Illinois, and I know what I am saying... That 
is that some of you would drive the most temperate man on 
earth to drink. 

I did not get my present position by boozing, though, and 
I did not get it through a man that tried to put the profes- 
sion on the “bum” by mixing up several trades in one. 

I might say the same thing to the man that tells about 
getting three or four new tinners in one day and why all got 
drunk at once. Did he ever have a good mechanic? If he 
didn’t, how did he ever get his business worked up so that he 
was compelled to hire four in one day? 

If he did, let me ask what became of those good ones 
that helped work up his business? 

It is absurd, the whole question, and if every one of those 
men that bring up such foolish talk as “the tinners are all 
booze fighters’ would give the other side of the story, it 
would be a different proposition altogether. 

We employ six and eight tinners at this place at times 
and I have never had a particle of trouble of any kind, be- 
cause we find the best, pay the best wages, treat a man right 
and have him work at the tinner’s trade. 

If Mr. Woodruff and the rest of the knockers would 
follow that policy they would have no trouble whatever. It is 
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a fact that every trade under the sun has a certain amount of 
bad men, and the only job he can get is just where the good 
man refuses to work, and from all appearances Mr. Wood- 
ruff and any other man that has put up a “roar” runs the 
place where the “bad man” goes to work. 

Well now, gentlemen, can’t you kindly see that it’s up to 
you to have good tinners, to advance our profession instead 
of standing around knocking your heads off? I would have 
answered that letter long ago, but I thought I would let a 
few more of you expose yourself to the public and then I 
wanted you to understand what a big bunch of fools you were 
making of yourselves. Now it’s up to you. Get busy! 

Would like to hear from some of my brothers on this 
subject.

Replying to the article which was published in THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN Of March 31, about tinners, will state that 
if the author of that article states the facts, he certainly is up 
against it, but I am of the same opinion of the editor. Why 
should the tinners as a class of mechanics be any more ad- 
dicted to booze than others? I wish it distinctly understood 
that I- don’t wish to throw dirt in any person’s eyes, but I 
have worked with tinners whose morals were as good as 
the average citizen and I have worked with some “bums” 
who were so nice to you when they were rushed with work 
that you would think your job would last forever, but the 
tinner that boozed would hold his job the longest. Why? I 
don’t know, only my shopmates said the old man preferred to 
go in the back door and they entered by the front. So far as 
I am personally concerned, I feel sorry for a man who is 
addicted to the use of liquor but I cannot condemn all of the 
tinners because some of them booze. I have employed a 
great many tinners during my time and have worked for 
quite a few employers and have found some very good work- 
men as well as good citizens, sober, industrious and strictly 
honest, but the tinner of to-day is not the tinner of thirty- 
five or forty years ago, the work is not the same, machinery 
is doing the work now and the ads for tinners run some- 
thing like this: “An all around tinner wanted. One who has 
some knowledge of plumbing, steam fitting, good at furnace 
work, bicycle repairing, acetylene gas machines and must be 
willing to stay in the store when not busy.” Have heard of 
bosses wanting their tinner to go to their residences and help 
the hired girl shake the carpets during house-cleaning time. 

What should such an encyclopedia of knowledge be worth 
on the market? Cut the tinner out and I think you will sum 
it up about as follows: Plumber, eight-hour day, 40c, $3.20— 
steam fitter, eight-hour day, 45c, $3.60. Here are two of the 
trades that would command a salary of $40.80 and only eight 
hours a day at that, while these generous employers of tin- 
ners offer the magnificent sum of $10 to $12 per week for a 
combination man who must possess enough knowledge to fill 
an encyclopedia. Ain’t it a wonder the employer would re- 
quire a tinner to have wings so he might fly to a job and 
carry a box of tools, some pipe, etc.? You know it would 
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be so much cheaper, save the expense of a day. You know 
the old-time tinners, what are they? 

At the bench, oh no. Not if they can help it. Is it be- 
cause the salary is too large for the old boys who learned 
their trades, served their apprenticeship? “Oh, I guess not,” 
said an old tinner to me not long ago, “the salary would not 
hurt me so much as it would to have the knowledge which 
the bosses are advertising for.” Most tinners have better 
jobs as a rule and I, as one of the fraternity, am glad they 
have. 

If vou desire to publish the above, it is meant for the in- 
terest of the tinners in general and would no ill toward any 
one.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE SITUATION. 

There have been but few changes, and those minor 
ones, in hardware prices this week. 

The market holds firm and business is brisk as a re- 
sult of the pleasant weather which has held forth in 
the Middle West. 

Spring lines in especial are naturally brisk. The 
effect of the warm weather throughout the country has 
been most beneficial and jobbers are reporting a good 
business. 

The demand for lawn mowers, poultry netting, etc., 


is good. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

It is pleasing to note that the local iron and steel 
situation has not been seriously disturbed by the crisis 
in the coal fields. Manufacturers generally have a 
large stock of coal on hand and will not be held back 
in their work, in all probability, by a lack of fuel, with 
the possible exception of the bar iron makers, none 
of whom have more than enough coal on hand to last 
over six weeks. The St. Louis plant of the Republic 
Iron & Steel Company has been closed already because 
of the lack of storage facilities. The only effect of the 
coal strike on trading which has been felt so far is an 
increased demand for spot shipment of coke and pig 
iron. The Inland Steel Company has purchased ten 
thousand tons of basic iron from the valley furnaces. 
This is about the only transaction of moment. North- 
ern iron is softer and is now offered at $18.75 Chicago. 
Rail tonnage continues active. Wire rods have been 
advanced $1.00 a ton by the American Steel & Wire 
Company. New tonnage on iron and steel bars is light. 
At a meeting of the Western Bar Iron Association this 
week, the price of iron bars was reduced $1.00 a ton on 
lots of one hundred tons and over. The local quota- 
tion to these interests is now 1.66%c.. Scrap iron 
shows no gain in strength and buying is slight. Sheets 
also continue weak. The demand for wire products is 
of the most vigorous kind. 





WIRE PRODUCTS. 

The demand from every section of the country con- 
tinues strong. The leading interest has booked orders 
which will tax its output for three or four months to 
come. Stocks everywhere seem to be low and re- 
quests for instant relief are innumerable in quantity 


and of the most insistent kind. It is expected that as 
soon as the country roads are in a good condition and 


farmers can get into town, the consumption of wire 
products will exceed all previous figures. The manu- 
facturing trade is also sending in its specifications 
freely and the American Steel & Wire Company is 
considerably behind its orders in this department. 
Prices are very strong, carload lots, Chicago delivery, 
being as follows: 

Wire nails, $2; painted barbed wire, $2.15; galvan- 
ized barbed wire, $2.45; smooth annealed wire, $1.85 ; 
smooth galvanized wire, $2.15; polished staples, $2.15 ; 





galvanized staples, $2.40. Carload lots to retailers, 5 
cents higher than above prices; less than carload lots, 
15 cents higher. 


SHEETS. 


There is no diminution in the specifications for 
sheets. Mills are operating to their full capacity on 
both black and galvanized and in some cases are slow 
on their deliveries. New tonnage is eagerly sought, 
especially by the independent mills, who have not con- 
tracted for nearly enough business for the last half. 
The larger dealers who bought heavy last year are, 
however, controlling the local situation. They are 
quoting prices from $2.00 to $3.00 a ton below the 
present schedule. The rebate of $1.00 a ton which if 
offered by the leading producer is being met by all the 
independent mills. With these reservations the sched- 
ule of prices of the leading producers, Chicago deliv- 
ery, is quoted as follows:

PIG IRON. 


The local market shows a slightly improved condi- 
tion. Prices are not any stronger but more business is 
being transacted. The result of the coal strike seems 
to have been to create a general tendency on the part 
of melters to sound the market. The trade is being 
actively drummed for orders for third quarter busi- 
ness. The minimum quotation for Southern iron re- 
mains $13.75 Birmingham for number two foundry. 
Northern irons are softer and $18.75 has been quoted 
locally on number two foundry for the last half. 
Twenty-five cents a ton advance over this price is 
being asked of local consumers for quick shipment. 
Ten thousand tons of basic iron were purchased at the 
end of last month by the Inland Steel Company from 
the valley furnaces for delivery in the second and third 
quarter, The Southern product is still held at $18.40 
Chicago and deliveries are very irregular. The Sloss- 
Sheffield, Steel & Iron Company, which has been hold- 
ing out for the $14.50 schedule, has withdrawn the 
same for the last half and is now quoting on the basis 
of $14.00 for number two for that period.

Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly re 
port: 

The reai advent of spring during the past week not only 
brought out the grass and early flowers but also a fine crop of 
small orders for pig iron. Not great in tonnage, but numerous 
and for hurried delivery; a reliable index of the promising 
conditions of trade. Much stress has been laid on one large 
inquiry for foundry iron, and while the result of the negotia- 
tions is of interest, yet the decided increase of fill-in orders 
and inquiries for small amounts and quick shipment reveal 
the situation more clearly than do a few large transactions 
The sound basis of a year of prosperity exists and the pessi 
mists have no grounds for croaking. Good crop prospects, 
plentiful money supply, enormous railroad earnings, all con 
tribute to a feeling of security. Consumers have not withheld 
from buying because of fear that the iron would not be needed, 
but from a desire to purchase at exactly the right time when 
prices are the lowest. The volume of inquiries during the 
past week indicates a general apprehension that possibly they 


may wait too long. 


The partial strike of bituminous coal miners has had no 


appreciable effect on the iron business. A prolonged cessation 
of work in the anthracite district will have a tendency to re 
strict iron output in eastern Pennsylvania and advance the 
price of coke tributary to that market 

The Pocahontas district is greatly handicapped by scarcity 
of labor, although no strike exists there 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re 
port: 

Many buyers who have been hibernating are coming out 
of their winter retirement. Inquiry is large and actual By 
this we mean that the buyers are not asking for prices simply 
to see what they look like, but they are asking for prices 
because they really want to buy iron. Some heavy sales have 
been made this week, but they are proportionately small as 
compared with the tonnage that is now under consideration 
One pipe concern in the East has bought 8,000 tons, another 
order for pipe iron is for 5,000 tons, and there are in process 
of negotiation pipe inquiries for double these quantities. Mal 
leable iron has been sold in large blocks. In the way of high 
grade foundry iron there have been no heavy transactions, but 
a good general trace 

All conditions seem to be shaping themselves toward a 
stronger market. There are no accumulations of iron on fur 
nace vards, and the furnaces arg still well filled with orders 
It is apparently certain that—unlike 1905—the consumers will 
need iron before the producers will be pressed for orders 


Last vear about this season of the year the furnaces ran out 


‘of orders and began to pile iron in considerable quantities 


The result in May and June was a weak market. But this 
year consumption is at high-water mark, there are no surplus 
stocks ahead either in furnace or foundry yards, and the pres 
ent buying is an indication of what is coming. The buyers now 
in the market are, many of them, the most astute of traders 
and they have sized up the situation as one where the next 
change will be for the better 

Pig iron production for more than six weeks has been 
decreased. The furnaces have been having trouble in getting 
a sufficient supply of raw materials 

As for the coal strike, at the present writing it has had 
little or no effect on business. It is not taken seriously. As 
a matter of fact, it is net yet general enough to be a menace 


to trade.
